The ase of the pubHe gratin# lands 
should be regulated in such xrays aa 
to improve and conserve their value. 
Rights to the surface of the public 
land should be separated from rights 
to forests upon it and to minerals be­ 
neath it, and these should la* subject 
to separate disposal. 
The coal. oil. gas and phosphate 
rights still remaining with tile govern­ 
ment should i»e withdrawn from entry 
and leased under conditions favorable 
for economic development. 


Mineral*. 
The accompanying reports show that 
the consumption o f nearly all of our 
mineral products is Increasing more 
rapidly than our population. Our min­ 
eral waste is about one-sixth of our 
product, or nearly $1,000,000 for tach 
working day in tile year. The loss o f 
Structural materials 
through tire is 
about another million a day. The loss 
of life in the mines is appalling. The 
larger part of these losses o f life and 
property can be avoided. 
Our mineral resources are limited in 
Quantity ami cannot he increased or 
reproduced. 
With the rapidly increas­ 
ing rate of consumption the supply will 
be exhausted while yet the nation is in 
its infancy unless better methods an 
devised or substitutes are found. 
Fur­ 
ther investigation is urgently needed 
in order to improve methods aud to de­ 
velop aud apply substitutes. 
It is of the utmost Importance that a 
bureau of mines la* established iii ac­ 
cordance with the pending bill to re­ 
duce the loss of life in mines and the 
waste of mineral resources and to in­ 
vestigate the methods and substitutes 
for prolonging the duration of our min­ 
eral supplies. 
Both the need and the 
public demand for such a bureau are 
rapidly 
becoming more urgent. 
It 
should co-operate with the states in 
supplying data to serve as a basis for 
state mine regulations. 
The establish 
tnent of this bureau will mean merely 
the transfer from other bureaus of 
work which it is agreed should be 
transferred and slightly enlarged and 
reorganized for these purposes. 


Conclusion*. 
The joint conference already men­ 
tioned 
adopted 
two resolutions 
to 
which I call your special attention. 
The first wras intended to promote co­ 
operation between the states and the 
nation upon all of the great questions 
here discussed. 
It is as follows: 
Resolved. That a joint committee be 
appointed by the chairman, to consist of 
•ix members of state conservation com­ 
missions and three members of the na­ 
tional 
conservation 
commission, 
whose 
duty it shall be to prepare and present to 
the state and national commissions and 
through them to the governors and the 
president a plan for united action bv a]] 
organizations concerned with the eon- 
•ervatlon of natural resource*. 
(On mo­ 
tion of Governor Noel of Mississippi the 
chairman and secretary of the conference 
were added to and constituted a part of 
this committee.) 
"T he second resolution of the joint 
conference to w hich I refer calls upon 
the congress to provide the means for 
w ell co-operation. The principle of the 
community of interest among all our 
people In the great natural resources 
runs through the report of the national 
conservation commission and the pro­ 
ceedings of the joint conference. These 
resources, which form tin* common ba­ 
sis of our welfare, can be wisely devel­ 
oped, rightly used and prudently con­ 
served only by the common action of 
TAI the people, acting through their rep­ 
resentatives in state and nation: hem e 
the fundamental necessity for co-opera­ 
tion. YA it bout it we shall accomplish 
but little, and that little badly. 
The 
resolution follows: 
We also especially urge on the congress 
of the United States the high desirability 
of maintaining a national commission on 
the conservation of the resources of the 
country, empowered to co-operate with 
■tate commissions to the end that every 
sovereign commonwealth and every sec­ 
tion of the country may attain the high 
degree of prosperity and the sureness of 
perpetuity naturally arising in the abun­ 
d a n t resources and the vigor, intelligence 
’abd patriotism of our people. 
In this recommendation I most heart­ 
ily concur, and I urge th at an appro­ 
priation of at least $T*0.000 bo made to 
cover the expenses of the national con­ 
servation commission for necessary 
lent, assistance and traveling expenses. 
This is a very small sum. 
I know of 
no other way iii which the appropria­ 
tion of so small a sum would result 
in so large a benefit to the whole na­ 
tion

Commission Tells How 


Should Be Conserved.

In forwarding to the president the 
report of the national conservation 
commission Gifford i ’inchot. chairman 
of the commission, says the entry of 
the conservation movement into the 
field of definite constructive work is 
accomplished by the authorization o f a 
Joint committee on co-operation, to in1 
composed of six members o f the state 
conservation commissions and three 
members of Jhe national conservation 
commission, with its chairman and 
secretary. This committee is to devise 
ways and meaus for effective t*o-oj>era- 
tion between all forces working for the 
conservation of national resources. 
Mr. Pinchot takes occasion to recog­ 
nize the work of the secretary of the 
commission, Thomas B. Shipp, aud the 
secretaries of the four sections of wa­ 
ters. 
forests, 
lands 
and 
minerals, 
Messrs. W. J. McGee. Overton W. 
Price, George W. Woodruff and J. A. 
Holmes, respectively, without whose 
services, together with the government 
experts, the making of the national in­ 


ventory would have been impossible. 
The five secretaries Rign the report 
wdth him. 
The report of the commission is dc 
voted mainly to au inventory of the 
country’s resources lu minerals, lands, 
forests and waters, closing with a sec­ 
tion on “national efficiency.” 
The mineral production of the Unit­ 
ed States for 1!>07 exceeded $2.< >90.000.- 
<nw> and contributed 05 i»er cent of the 
total freight traffic of the country. 
The waste in thq extraction and treiU- 
ment of mineral products during th; 
same year was equivalent to more 
than $a00,000.0m. 
The available and 
easily accessible supplies of coal in the 
I lilted States aggregate approximately 
1,4(>0,000.000,000 tons. 
At the present 
increasing rate of production this sup­ 
ply will Im* s o depleted as to Approach 
exhaustion before tin* middle of the 
next century. 
The high grade iron 
ores (the only iron ores available for 
us*- under existing conditions) cannot 
be expected to last beyond the middle 
of the present century. 
The same is 
true of tile petroleum supply. 
The sup­ 
ply of stone, clay, cement, lime, sand 
and salt is ample, while tile stink of 
the precious metals and of copper. 
lend. zinc, sulphur, asphalt, graphite, 
quicksilver, mica and the rare metals 
cannot well lie estimated, but is clear­ 
ly exhaustible within one to three cen­ 
turies unless unexpected deposits are 
found. 
'File consumption of nearly all our 
mineral 
produrts is increasing far 
more rapidly than our population. 
A 
stray gleam of light in tho otherwise 
gloomy mineral situation is seen in 
the fact that while the production of 
coal 
is increasing enormously, 
the 
waste and loss iu mining are diminish 
lug. 
There is urgent ueed of greater 
safety to the miner. 
The loss of life 
through mine accidents is appalling. 
Stress is laid on the assertion that 
four-fifths of the country's fire losses, 
or an average of $1,000,000 a day, could 
be prevented lf the precautions taken 
In Europe were adopted here. 
Speaking of the nation’s cultivable 
area, the report declares that there has 
been a slight Increase in the average 
yield of our great staple farm prod­ 
ucts, but neither the increase in acre­ 
age nor the yield per acre lins kept 
pace with our increase iii imputation. 
Within a century we shall probably 
have to feed three times as many 
people as now, and the main bulk of 
our food supply must lie grown on our 
own soil. We have now nearly <5.000.- 
000 farms, averaging 140 acres each. 
but only a little more than two-fifths 
of the area of continental United States 
Is 
under cultivation. 
The 
United 
States can grow the farm products 
needed by a population more than three 
times as great as our country now con­ 
tains. but we must greatly increase 
the yield per acre. 
The greatest unnecessary waste of 
our soil is preventable erosion. Second 
only to this is the waste, nonuse and 
misuse of fertilizer derived from ani­ 
mals and men. Other great causes of 
loss are due to injurious mammals, 
plant diseases and insects. 
Most of 
these farm losses are preventable. 
The present public land laws as a 
whole do not subserve the lies* inter­ 
ests of the people. Title to the surface 
of the remaining nonmineral public 
lands should tie granted only to actual 
homemakers. 
Next to our need of food and water 
comes <*ur need of timber, declares Hie 
report. The preservation bv use under 
the methods of practical forestry of 
all public forest lands either in state 
or federal ownership is essential to 
the permanent public welfare. Effec­ 
tive and immediate co-operation by pri­ 
vate enterprise, state ownership and 
federal ownership is needed if the pub­ 
lic interest is to be subserved. By rea­ 
sonable thrift we can produce a con- 1 
stant timber supply beyond our present 
need aud with it conserve the useful­ 
ness of our streams for irrigation, wa­ 
ter supply, navigation aud power. 
Of the 70,000,000,000,000 cubic feet 
of water annually flowing Into the sea 
less than I per cent is restrained and 
utilized for municipality and commu­ 
nity supply; less than 2 lier cent (or 
some IO lier cent of that in the arid 
and semiarid regions! is used for irri­ 
gation; perhaps 5 per cent is used for 
navigation and Icrs than 5 per cent for 
power. 
i 
’ T he freshets are attended by de- ( 
stractive soil erosion. The soil m atter 
annually carried into lower rivers and 
harbors or into the sea is computed at 
790,000.000 tons. Soil wash reduces by 
IO to 20 lier cent the productivity of 
upland farms and increases channel 
cutting and bar building in Hie rivers. 
The annual loss to the farm s alone is 
$500,000,000. and targe losses follow 
the fouling, of the waters and the di­ 
minished navigation of the streams. 
Broad plans should be adopted pro­ 
viding for a system of waterway Im­ 
provement extending to all uses of the 
waters and benefits to be derived from 
their control. 
Under the heading ^’’National Effi­ 
ciency” the report says: 
“Since the greatest of our national 
assets is the health and vigor of the 
American people, our efficiency must 
depend on national vitality even more 
than on tile resources of tile minerals, 
lands, forests and waters. 
“Our annual mortality from tuber­ 
culosis is about 150,000. 
Stopping 
three-fourths of the loss of life from 
this cause and from typhoid and other 
prevalent 
and 
preventable diseases 
would increase our average length of 
life over fifteen years. 
“If we count the value of each life 
lost at only $1,700 aud reckon the aver­ 
age earning lost by illness as $700 per 
year for grown men, we find that the 
economic gain from mitigation of pre­ 
ventable disease in the United States 
would exceed $1,500,000,000 a year. In 
addition, we would decrease suffering 
and increase happiness .and content­ 
ment among the people.** 


• INGINO BOYS 
JENA. 
NOT AN UNPARDONABLE ERROR. 


Ougrowth of Age of Bacchantes ae 
Wandering Students. 


Hundreds of years ago the streets 
of Jena and other German towns used 
to echo to the songs of black-robed 
monks, who went from door to door 
singing and begging alms. 
Their ex­ 
ample was followed by bands of poor 
students, known as Bacchantes. These 
Bacchantes wandered from one uni- 
▼crafty to another in search of better 
instruction or better means of sup­ 
port. Such a wandering life was fa­ 
vored by the customs of times when 
people thought it a virtue to give free­ 
ly to all persona seeking help, but 
especially to monks and students. 
The Bacchantes 
had 
with 
them 
younger traveling scholars known as 
skirmishers, who were to receive in­ 
struction in return for certain service*. 
The younger skirm isher had to wait 
upon his Bacchante, beg, and even 
steal for him, and for the most part 
he was very tyrannically used. But 
as lie was a wait without other protec­ 
tion he had to make the best of mat* 
ters. 
After 
the 
reformation 
in 
many 
places these orphan boys, or waifs, 
were banded into organised 
choirs, 
who received pay from churches, but 
also were assisted by private sub­ 
scriptions. 
it was their duty to sing 
not only in the churches, but before 
the houses of their patrons as well. 
Thus they ceased to be beggars. Mar­ 
tin Luther himself as a boy had been 
one of these singers.’ and it was large­ 
ly due to his influence that the old 
custom of begging 
entirely 
passed 
away. 
There is a famous picture of 
Luther as a singing boy in Eisenach 
where his song attracted the attention 
of the good Frau Cotta, who adopted 
and educated him. 
Nowadays the old custom of tha 
choir boys' singing 
from 
house to 
house is fading away. There are only 
five other towns besides Jena in tho 
whole German empire where this mu­ 
sic can be heard. Once each year tho 
singing boyg go to Eisenach and sing 
before the emperor in the great hall 
of the historic castle of the Wartburg, 
where the Minnesingers held their 
music battles. 
There are just 20 of the Jena sing­ 
ing boys, five each of the ages of ll, 
12, 13 and 14 years. 
They are or­ 
phans, and tho only qualifications for 
the privilege of four years' board and 
schooling are good character, ability 
to sing and obedience to the laws of 
the organization, 
one 
of 
which re­ 
quires them to sing before the bouses 
of their patrons.—St. Nicholas Mag* 
line.

Traete of mineral resources and to in- 
vestigate the methods and substitutes 
for prolonging the duration of our min- 
eral supplies. 
Both the need and the 


public demand for such u bureau arc 
jrapldly becoming 
more urgent.

•hould no-operate with the states In 
supplying data to serve as a basis fur 
state mine regulations. The establish- 
ment of this bureau will mean merely 
the transfer from other bureaus of 
work which It is agreed sbould be 
transferred and slightly enlarged and 
reorganized for these purposes.

These 
resources, which form the common ba- 
nls of our welfare, can be wisely deM*J- 
oped, rightly used and prudently con- 
served only by the common tut ion of

resentatives In stale and nation, hence 
the fundamental necessity for ri»-c»j>era- 
tiou. Without it \ic shall accomplish 
Irat llttie, and that little nadlj.

The nceompany'mg reports show that 


tlie consumption of nearly all of otir 
mineral products Is Increasing more 
rapidly than our population. Our min- 
eral waste is about one-six IU of our 
product, or nearly $l,i)OO.OO<> for each 
working day in the year. The loss of 
structural materials through lire is 
About another million a tiny. The loss 
of life In the mines is. appalling. The 
larger part of the^e losses of lift1 and 
property can be avoided. 


Our Mineral resources are Ihniled i 


«yqantlty and cannot lw im-i'o;\stMl u 
reproduced. 
With the rapidly increas- 


ing rate of consumption the supply will 
be exhausted while yet the nation is !n 
its infancy unless betler methods an 
devised or substitutes are found. 
Fur- 


ther Investigation is urgently needed 
In order to improve methods and to de- 
velop aud apply substitutes.- 


It is of the utmost Importance that a 


bureau of mines be established in ac- 
cordance with the pending bill t" re- 
duce fho loss of life lu mines and the 
~waete of mineral resources and to in- 
vestigate the methods and substitutes 
for prolonging the duration of our min- 
eral supplies. Both the need and the 
public d em a ad for such a b u rea u a re 
jrapldly becoming more urgent. 
It 


ffhould co-operate with the states In 
supplying data to serve as a basis for 
State mine regulations. The establish- 
ment of this bureau will mean merely 
the transfer from other bureaus of 
work which It Is agreed should be 
transferred and slightly enlarged and 
reorganized for these purposes. 


Conclusion*. 


The joint conference already nien- 


tlonod 
adopted 
two resolutions to 


•which I call your special attention. 
The first was intended to promote co- 
operation between the states and the 
nation upon all of the great questions 
here dlscn««ed. It is as follows: 


Resolved. That a Joint committee be 
appointed b> the chairman, to consist of 
mix members of state conservation com- 
missions ant] three membei s of the na- 
tional conservation commlsnion, whose 
dxity It shall b« to prepare an<3 present to 
ftbto state and national commissions and 
through them to the governors and the 
president a plan for united action by all

These 
resources, which form the common ha- 
uls of our welfare, can be wisely devel- 
oped, rightly xised and prudently con- 
served only by the common action of

WsentnHves In stale and nation, hence 
the fundamental necessity for co-opera- 
tion.

report of the national 
rim^arMfuioii 


commission Gift'orJ 1'iiK-hui. chuinmm 
of the commission, says the entry of 
the conservation movement into Ibe 
field of definite constructive work is 
accomplished by tbe iiutlmrizatioii uf u 
JoVnt committee on co-opoi-atum, to be 
composed of six members of the state 
conservation commissions and three 
members of Jhe miliuuul eousiM-viuion 
commission, with Its t-hainimn and 
secretary. This committee is to devise 
•ways find means for effective co-opera- 
tion between all forces working for the 
conservation of national resources.

The mineral production of the Unit- 


ed Stiltes for 1007 exceeded $2,000,000.- 
000 and contrihnlccl <».~i per cent nf the 
total freight 
trnfHc of the r-ountry. 


The \vnste In th^ extraction uud treu*- 
ment of mineral products during the 
same rear was equivalent to raoi'o 
than $;{00,000.000. The ttrnliable nnii 
easily accessible supplies of coat In the 
Uiiilod States aK^roirato ap|>ro\lm;itely 
1.400,000.000.000 tuns. At the present 
Incroii**lni? rate <>f prodiutlon ILiis sup- 
ply will In- so depleted n^ to appronch 
exhaustion, before the middle uf the 
next century. 
The hlcb firnde iron 


ores (the unly Iron ores nvailnblc for 
use under existing conditions) cunnot 
he ex period to last beyond the mkiaie 
of the present century. The same Is 
true of iho petroleum supply. The sup- 
pi) of stone, clay, cement, lime, s.md 
and salt is ample, while the stock of 
the precious metals :uid of copper, 
lend, /Inc. sulphur, asphalt, ^rapbiie, 
quicksilver, mica and the rnre metals 
cannot well be estimated, but is clear- 
ly exhnustlble within one to three cen- 
turies ni'less unexpected deposits are 
found. 


The consumption of nearly all our 


mineral prodwts is iueroasrap far 
more rapidly than our population. A 
stray tfleam of light in the otherwise 
gloomy mineral sltwution Is seen in 
the fact that while the production of 
c'oul is increasing enormously, the 
waste und loss I» mining are dltntnlsh- 
iiiK. There is urgent need of greater 
safety to the miner. The loss of life 
through mine accidents is appalling. 
Stress is laid on tne assertion that 
four-fifths of the country's fire losses, 
or an average of $1,000,000 a day, could 
be prevented If the precautions taken 
In Europe were adopted here. 


Speaking of the nation's cultivable 


area, the report declares that there has 
been a slight increase In the average 
yield of our preat staple fitrin prod- 
ucts, but neither (he increase in acre- 
ape nor the yield per acre hns kept 
pace with our increase in population. 
Within a century we shall probably 
have to feed three times as many 
people as now, and the main bulk of 
our food supply must be grown on our 
own soil. "Wo have now nearly t>.000.- 
000 farms, averaging 14C acres each, 
but only a little more than two-nflhs 
of the area of continental "United States 
Is under 
cultivation. 
Tbe 
United 


States can grow the farm products 
needed by a population more than three 
tJiues as greal as our country now con- 
tains, but we must greatly increase 
the yield per acre. 


The greatMt unnecessary waste of 


our soil Is preventable erosion. Second 
only to this is the waste, nonuse and 


suse of fertilizer derived from rtnl- 
te and men. Other great causes of 


loss are due to Injurious mammals, 
plant diseases and insects. 
Most of 


these farm losses are preventable. 


The present public land laws us a 


whole do not subserve the best inter- 
outs of the people. Title to the surface 


the remaining noiimineral public 


lands should be granted only to nctutil 
homonuikerfi. 


Next to our need of food and water 


eomps our nood of timber, declares the 
report. The preservation by use miu>r 
tbo methods of practical forestry of 
all public forest lands either In state 
or federal ownership is essoxitial to 
the permanent public welfare. 
Effec- 


tive and Immediate co-operation by pri- 
vate enterprise, state ownership arid 
federal ownership Is needed If the pub- 
lic interest Is to be subserved. By rea- 
sonable thrift we can produce a con- 
stant timber supply beyond our present 
need aud with it conserve the useful- 
ness of our streams fur irrigation, wa- 
ter supply, navigation and power. 


Of the 70,000,000,000,000 cubic feet 


of water annually flowing into the sea 
leas than 1 p«r'cent is restrained and 
utilized for municipality and commu- 
nity supply; less than 2 per cent (or 
some 10 per cent of that In the varld 
and semlarid regions) is used for. Irri- 
gation; perhaps 5 per cent is used for 
navigation and less than 6 per cent for 
power.

< <0>he - freshets are -attended by 
de- 


structive soil erosion, The soil matter 
annually carried into lower rivers and 
harbors or into the sea is computed at 
78^,000,000 tons. Soil wash reduces by 
*JO to 20 per cent the productivity of 
upland farms aud Increases channel 
cutting and bar building in the rivers. 
Tilt annual loss to the farms alone Is 
$500,01X1,000, and large losses follow 
the fouling of the waters and (he di- 
minished navigation of the streams. 


Broad plans should be adopted pro- 


\iding for a- system of waterway 1m- 
[irovemt-nl extending to all uses of the 
waters ami benefits to be derived from 
their control.

ciency" the report says:

"If we count the value of each life 


lost at only $1,700 aud reckon the aver- 
age earning lost by- Illness as $700 per 
year for grown men, we find 'flint the 
economic .gain irom mitigation ^of pre- 
ventable disease In the United States 
would exceed $1,509,000,000 a year. In

of Jena and other German towns used 
to echo to the songs of black-robed 
monks, who went from door to door 
singing and begging alms. Their ex- 
ample was followed by bands of poor 
students, known as Bacchantes. These 
Bacchantes wandered from one uni- 
versity to another in search of better 
instruction or better means of sup- 
port. Such a wandering life was fa- 
vored by the customs of times when, 
people thought it a virtue to give free- 
ly to all pei'sons seeking help, but 
especially to monks and students, 


The liucthantes 
had 
with 
them 


younger traveling scholars known R* 
skirmishers, who were to receive in- 
struction in return for certain services. 
The younger skirmisher had to wait 
upon his nacchante, beg, and even 
steal for him, ana for the most part 
lie was very tyrannically used. But 
as he was a waif without other protec- 
tion he had to make the best of mat- 
ters. 


After 
the 
reformation in 
many 


places these orphan boys, or waifs, 
were banded into 
organized choirs, 


who received pay from churches, but 
also were assisted by private sub- 
scriptions. It was their duty to sing 
not only in the churches, but before 
the houses of their patrons as well. 
Thus they ceased to be beggars. Mar- 
tin Luther himself as a boy had been 
one of these singers,' and it was large- 
ly due to his influence that the old 
custom of begging 
entirely 
passed 


away. 
There la a famous picture of 


Luther as a singing boy in Eisenach 
where his song attracted the attention 
> 


of the good Prau Cotta, who adopted 
and educated him, 


Nowaday3 the old custom of th* 


choir boys' singing 
from 
bouse to 


house is fading away. There are only 
five other towns beside* Jena In. th* 
whole German empire where this mu- 
sic can be heard. Once each year th* 
singing boys go to Eisenach and sing 
before the emperor in the great hall 
of the historic castle of the Wartburg, 
where the Minnesingers held their 
music battles. 


There are just 20 of the Jena sing- 


Ing boys, five each of the ages of H. 
12, 13 and 14 years. 
They are or- 


phans, and th« only qualifications for 
the privilege of four years' board and 
schooling are good character, ability 
to sing and obedience to the laws of 
the organization, one 
of 
which re- 


quires them to sing before the bouses 
of their patrons.—St. Nicholas Maga- 
zine.
